I planted my first trees in 1012, a n d , right I am willing to 


t h e y were potted, and badly root-bound. 
The freeze came on and killed most of 
them, and I dug them up and learned 
why Rome did so much 
better 
than 
others. 


I have with me a sample of one of 
these potted trees that represents an 
expenditure of $0 and t w o years 
of 
blasted hopes. 
I think 1 have dug out. 
all 1 have that are of this character, 
and if there is a grower here that has 
a tree that is not doing well it will pay 
them to dig around the roots and see 
if they are not root-bound. 


One seedling came through the freeze 
all right, and as it had repeatedly re­ 
fused to support the high priced buds 
1 had stuck into it I decided to allow 
it to remain a seedling. 
At two years 
it set four fruit and the second year it 
had 'Mi. Last year it had about 50. 
M y enthusiastic avocado 
friends 
ad­ 
vised me to put a 32-ft. fence around 
it with a lock on the gate and a burglar 
alarm 
appliance to keep people 
from 
stealing the buds, and begin 
selling 
. t h e m at 25 cents each. 
A s it had no 
especial merit over many other varie­ 
ties that I had eaten I decided not to 
put up the fence but allowed all who 
wished to take buds for nothing. 


I bought Blakes, that turned out to 
bo Harmons and Muriettas, that 
were 
'rafts. 
A Mexican No. (1 must 
have 
been 4-11-M or some other number. At 
any rate it was not a 
winner. My 
trees are planted in an orange 
grove 
among the oranges and T. have 
about 
t w o acres. 


Like others, I thought there was a 
lot of easy money raising young treses, 
and I broke into tho game with about 
t w o thousand seeds. 
1 planted them in 
a hot-bed, almost touching each other 
and when they sprouted and were a 
couple inches tall I transplanted thorn 
,into th§ nursery row. Just why one 
should goto the troubjo of potting them 
is something I could not quite under 
stand, for when they arc t w o inches 
abovo the ground 
they 
will 
have 
root from 0 to 10 inches long. 
I got 
hold of a couple thousand young trees 
from a local tree and cared for them 
in the best manner possible, and when 
they were ready to bud I went 
after 
them 
with the best, 
stock 
obtainable 
anil a .'! per cent 
stand 
would 
have 
looked very good to me. If all seedling 
stock was like that, budded trees would 
have to sell for $50 each to bring the 
nursery man out even. 
Kvery budder 
that tried them guve them up. In time 
w e will select our seeds 
from 
hardy 
growers and discard the tight-barked 
ones that bud hard. 
Just now wet will 
take a chance while seeds are scarce 
on varieties that, are not. worth while 
I helped to replenish the gold 
reserve 
of the bud-seller for three years, and 
then gave the proposition away to 
follow for nothing. 
Up to date he has 
not brought an action against me for 
damages but I feel mighty guilty every 
lime 1 meet him. 


1 havo noticed many failures among 
the avocado growers, and most of them 
are due to a lack of eare. 
Hiiuill trees 
tdiould be watered 
often, 
and 
those 
growing them among the orange 
trees 
should water them once between 
each 
Tegular irrigation, and oftener would be 
better. 


Those expecting them to do well with 
watering once a month will be disap­ 
pointed. 
1 lost some from too much hot 
immure around them and the hot HUH 
on tho trunk is not good for tho young 
trees. 
1 have three or four year old 
avocado 
trees four times the si/.e of 
orange trees of the same age. 


I bought trees that had been budded 
on two years old and possibly 
older 
root-stock. 
This had been accomplish­ 
ed by sawing off the original trunk and 
starting a new sprout anil budding on 
that. 
When 
bulled this trunk is hid 
and you think you are getting a splen­ 
did tree only to find that it will stand u 
half year without 
starting 
to 
grow. 
The second year it will take hold and 
grow but it takes a lot of care to get 
them through the first ywir, and I have 
found that it does not pay to plant that 
sort of trees. 


In the early part of 
the gum 
bought 
IIIIIIH and took the count 
only 
to learn 
that 
they 
were 
not 
worth 
sticking. 
Some 
buds 
will 
take 
hold 
and give you great hopes only to dis­ 
appoint you luter on. It takes quite a 
lot of experience to learn 
what 
buds 
should be used and what will not grow 
and do well. 
Almost 
every tree has 
peculiarities all its own, and there are 
certain ones 1 have given up as hope­ 
less. 
To learn this with the high-priced 
buds hus cost the nursery 
man good 
money and worry, and if I havo bought 
trees that have not panned out all 


call it 
square. 
Where budded trees arc to be rebudded 
think it is advisable to get back to 
the seeding stock in preference to bud­ 
ding on the bud. Where the tree is not 
too large this can be accomplished by 
stubbing back and getting 
a 
sprout 
from below the old bud and budding on 
to that. 
This is not practical where the 
tree is too large. 
I don't think it ad­ 
visable to mix them up too much as 
some 
trees 
grow 
very 
thrifty 
while 
others are of a dwarf nature and for 
this reason I would prefer to have only] stock, 
the two varieties in the one tree. 
I 
have a Challenge bud growing on a 
Harmon trunk. 
I have a similar bud 
growing 25 feet away on a 
seedling 
stock and there is no comparison be­ 
tween them.

EUGENE C. GRISWOLD 
DIES AT H0LL1STER 


Active and Useful Life of Man Who 
Was Covina's First Postmaster Ends 
at Ranch Home—Was Identified with 
all Early Improvements in Valley and 
Known by all Surviving Pioneers. 


, The man who was the first postmaster 
of the Covina valley, and who was iden­ 
tified with all the earlier struggles of 
the pioneers of the San Gabriel plain, 
died Sunday, June 3 at his daughter's 
homo in Hollistor. 
All early settlers of 
this district well remember Eugene C. 
Griswold. 
He was 77 years old. 


'Gene Griswold was a man who com­ 
manded the respect , of 
everyone 
in 
those primitive days, a man of activity, 
picturesque in many ways, and possess­ 
ed of a rugged character that made him 
the friend of all who lived in the val­ 
ley. 
Ho owned the property at 
the 
eorner of Cypress and Citrus avenues, 
known in those days as "Citrus Corn­ 
ers," and he built the first building in 
which a' local post office was housed. 
He came to Covina in 1870. 


For a long tlmo his son, B. A. Gris­ 
wold brought tho mail to Covina 
from 
.Spadre twice each week, making the 
trip on a horse. 
There was no civiliza­ 
tion on the plains in those days, with 
tho exception of hero and 
there, 
a 
settler, whose homestead was surround­ 
ed by thousands of acres of cactus and 
wild sunflowers. 
The old settlement of 
Spadre was the nearest habitation to 
tho settlement that afterward became 
the town of Covina. 
The old post office 
building was standing until just a few 
years ago. 


Mr. Griswold left the valley shortly 
after the death of his wife in 1902, and 
had been living at Hollister, where he 
has a daughter, Mrs. C. M. Steinbeck. 
He was a rancher all his life, and in 
every senso 
was 
a 
true 
California 
pioneer. 
Besides his daughter at Hoi 
lister, there is a son, B. A. Griswold, of 
Los Angeles. 
Thomas F. Griswold of 
Covina is his brother. 
Mr. Griswold 
attempted to reach his brother's bed 
side before his death, but arrived three 
hours afterward. 


The funeral in Mountainview ceme 
tery in the foothills between Azusa and 
Glendora, was conducted on 
Tuesday, 
June 5, by the Masonic brothers of the 
valley, there being 
seventy-five who 
gathered in the beautiful 
spot 
that 
overlooks the valley. 
The 
impressive 
ritual was conducted by Past Master 
Malcom J. McCarthy of Covina Lodge. 


The service possessed unusual Masonic 
significance, as the 
departed 
brother 
was one held in the highest esteem by 
his brethren. 


The body lies beside that of his wife 
in this pioneer cemetery, which contains 
the remains of nearly all those men and 
women who first broke the soil of tho 
virgin San Gabriel plains. 
The funeral 
was condueted by W. Q. Custer of Co­ 
vina, and the pallbearers wore E. G. 
Hotchkiss, Marion Coltrin, F. B. Gil­ 
lette, W. W. Nash, Charles Hassheider 
and William Hoogendyk.

The audience that 
listoned to the 
concert given by Miss Leta Nash in the 
auditorium of the Covina Union 
high 
school last Saturday 
night was not 
merely appreciative of the beautiful, 
golden voice of the girl, but warm and 
friendly to the girl herself, who has 
grown up in tbo orange groves of the 
valley, and been 
educated 
here, a 
daughter of the orchards. 


She is on the high road to a future 
of vocal triumph. She possesses the 
three great and essential requisites of 
musical foundation—the ability and de­ 
sire to work hard day after day and 
year after year, without which the most 
talented must fail; the splendid phys­ 
ique to make this work possible; and a 
voice placed nearer to correctness from 
the first than is usually the case. She 
has much to build upon, and the desire 
to build. 


Leta Nash is the daughter of Mr. and 


Mrs. 
Percy L. Nash of this valley. The 
valley has been her home from baby­ 
hood, and her training has all been had 
here. 
Even now, at a time when she is 
ready to take up with the higher and 
more difficult work pf. vocal training, 
she has become the pupil and protege 
of Madame Ellen Beach Yaw, Califor­ 
nia's great concert singer, whose home 
is in the Covina valley, so that her 
training can go on at homo if' she so 
desires, until she steps out before the 
people as a trained concert and operatic 
singer. 


Madame Yaw is very seriously en­ 
thusiastic about her. The noted con­ 
cert singer has had hundreds of pro­ 
teges, some of whom have shown abil­ 
ity. But perhaps none have possessed 
that raro combination of talent and 
capacity for work. I t is probably this 
combination 
that is the cause for 
Madame Yaw's enthusiasm, for none 
can know moro than this famous singer 
that thousands of young girls show ex­ 
ceptional talent in the beginning, only 
to allow this talent to wither and die 
for the lack of stern work. 
Madamo 
Yaw herself was a remarkable genius 
at tho beginning, but sho did not bo- 
como a famous concert singer until she 
had spent years in musical drudgery. 
Perhaps she would not call it drudgery; 
some other, softer word, but tho fact is 
there, that no singer ever 
succeeded 
without days and years of toil, even as 
mu» t6il to master a profession whether 
it is, orango-growing or the writing of 
books, or tho loading of victorious 


armies. The curse of the young singer 
today is the unintelligent 
praise of 
friends and community neighbors, who 
say something nice after every appear­ 
ance of the amateur performer in local 
affairs. It produces a satisfaction and 
egotism in the young performer that is 
false, and stultifies the ambition to 
improve. 


Satisfaction in the work of Leta 
Nash locally is of two things, a satis­ 
faction in her ability, and in knowing 
that she is a product of the valley— 
for we are not engaged in growing or­ 
anges as the ultimate achievement of 
the valley, but in growing oranges for 
tho purpose of perfecting and finishing 
and educating the generations of chil­ 
dren that grow and thrive 
with the 
oranges. If growing bigger and bigger 
crops of oranges was the goal, it would 
do no harm to the world to quit at any 
time. 


This 
last 
program was carefully 
studied, staged and executed under the 
direction of Madame Yaw, whose splen­ 
did ability and musical intuition was 
evident in every 
number. The first 
group of songs was difficult, and has 
been made famous on the concert stage 
by Madame Yaw herself, 
including 
" V o l che sapete (Lc Nozze di F i g a r o " 
Mozart; " U n a voce poco f a " (II Bar- 
bicre di Biviglia) . Rossini; " A v e 
Marie," Schubert; " A u f dem wasser 
sin zingon," Schubert; "Plasir d'am-

"Chantez, 
riez, dor- 
ltiu , " Gounod. 
As nn encore she sang 
a lullaby by Carrie Jacobs Bond. 


Of this group she excelled in execu­ 
tion and voice control in the Rossini 
number.

interpretation, but tho natural 
qualities of tier voice were more pleas­ 
ing in "Plasir 
d'amour," a wonder­ 
fully-beautiful 
molody, suited to Miss 
Nash's voice, which is a full contralto, 
but with a placement that allows for 
tho development of a long range.

Natural Gas to be Served 
Upland and Ontario 


Announcement was made this week 
that Ferdinand R. Bain, president and 
general manager of the Southern Coun- 
tieu Gas Company, had purchased the 
property and distributing system of the 
'.Ontario-Upland Gas Company. The ar­ 
rangements for this change in property 
wfere made this week and with the ap­ 
proval of the Railroad Commission the 
Southern Counties Gas Company will 
begin serving gas in the two new cities 
on July 1 next. 


Natural gas will be served in Up­ 
land and Ontario by the Southern Coun­ 
ties Gas company. At the present time 
manufactured gas is "being used there 
but by July 1 the construction depart­ 
ment of President Bain's company will 
have laid a main from the Pomona dis­ 
trict to the Ontario-Upland distribut­ 
ing system, thereby guaranteeing the 
quality of gas now being used by the 
Pomona Valley cities, natural gas from 
the Whittier and Fullerton oil fields. 


At the present 
time the Southern*] 
Counties Gas company is serving gas 
in 42 cities of Los Angeles, Orange and 
San 
Bernardino 
counties. The last 
Southern counties cities to use arti­ 
ficial gas were those in the Monrovia 
district, but on April 28 last, the arti­ 
ficial product was replaced by natural 
gas. 
At the present time Chino is the 
only San Bernardino city using this gas 
but with the purchase of the Ontario 
and Upland distributing 
systems by 
President Bain, there will be three Sau 
Bernardino cities on this system, mak­ 
ing a total of 44 cities now using South­ 
ern Counties gas. 


In five years this company has grown 
from a small organization serving a few 
thousand consumers, to its present size 
distributing natural gas to more than 
40,000 individual consumers. 
With the 
population in the Ontario-Upland dis­ 
trict numbering practically 15,00, the 
total list of consumers on the Southern 
Counties gas system after July 1 will 
number approximately 45,000.

Judge Curtis D. Wilbur, of the su­ 
perior bench of Los Angeles, was intro­ 
duced as a graduate of Annapolis Naval 
Academy, and one who had seen service 
under the flag.

France.

mdral 
responsibility. 
The climax of the judge's speech was 
to the effect that Abraham Lincoln, on 
the battlefield of Gettysburg a half cen­ 
tury ago had pledged the nation to an 
increased devotion to democracy, and 
that it was our task -to carry on this 
pledge to its fulfillment, a duty 
that 
now awaits in assisting to rid Europe 
of one of the most cruel of autocracies 
known to history. 
His last 
sentence * 
was: " W e are coming, Father Abra­ 
ham, one hundred million strong."
